Three Army and Two Marine Corps Lists Given Out 


Today—Total of Losses Since United States Troops 


Landed in France, 16,409—Lowell Boys on Lists 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Army and 


marine corps casualties in the fighting 
on the Marne-Aisne salient, made pub- 
lic today by the war department, num- 
bered 498—358 soldiers and 140 ma- 
rines. This brought the total. since 
the toll of victory began to arrive yes- 
terday to 1213 and the number o£ all 
casualties since American forces first 
landed in France to 16,109.

HUNT FOR RAIDER 


Search in Canadian Waters 


for U-Boat Which Sank 


Five Sailing Ships 


Standard Oil Tanker Sent 


Down 
off 
Nova 
Scotia 


After 
Running Fight

CANADIAN ATLANTIC PORT, 


Aug. 6-—Search was made in Canadian 
waters by government vessels today 
for a German submarine which since 
Friday, 
has destroyed five sailing 


ships and the Standard Oil tankers 
Luz Blanca, sunk yesterday after 
a 


running fight, 40 miles off the Nova 
Scotian coast. 
Two of the Crew Killed 


Except in the case of the tanker, 


two of whose crew were killed by an 
explosion of a torpedo, all hands took 
to small boats and reached shore safe- 
ly. Reports by officers of the (tailing 
vessels attacked indicated that 
the 


TJ-boat had been away from home wa- 
ters for months. This was shown by 
the 
looting 
of the British schooner 


Dornfontein, 
from which 
the raider 


took aboard a six 
months' stock of 


provisions and clothing. Other ships 
were forced to give up such stores as 
•were desired by the enemy craft.

Blanca, the crew of the Nelson A., was 
unable to say. When the tanker was 
attacked, she showed fight, but 
the 


range of her guns was not equal to 
that of the U-boat, which kept back 
far enough to be out of danger. 
In 


this respect, it was a one-sided battle, 
although 
accounts agreed today that 


the tanker gave the enemy a hard 
figh't. A torpedo tore through the 
stern of the Luz Blanca, and sho ise.t- 
tled quickly. Even, when it w,as ptain 
to the U-boat commander that 
the 


vessel was disabled and going- down, 
and while the crew was starting off 
in three small boats, the U-boat let 
looRe with her deck guns, 
but the 


shots were wild. 


Attempted to Raid England 


Last Night—Another Ger- 


man Airship Damaged 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—In 
last 
night's 


raid on England by German airships 
one of the enemy craft, a Zeppelin, was

Another of the German airships was 


damaged, but probably succeeded in 
reaching its base.

been set on fire and .the captain knew 
that her magazine would soon explode. 
In fact, the explosion came in a short 
time and sent one of nor guna hurtling 
through the air.

Spirit of Americans Still High 


The men rushed through the gas-

There 
was some close work, but for the most 
part it was an artillery duel, and the 
fighting has been of that character 
ever since. 


The spirit of the American soldiers 


is still high and the wounded in the 
hospitals reflect the courage that has 
carried them through the operations 
since July 15.

H. Skilton, Lowell's 


woman police inspector, is back from 
New York after a tour of inspection 
there in which she learned much con- 
cerning the modus operand! of 
the 


police department and the manner in 
which other departments 
intimately 


associated with the police department 
co-operate with it. 


The big idea brought 
back 
from 


New York by Miss Skilton portrays 
women taking the place of men and 
releasing man power for the war. She 
was amazed to find so many women 
thus employed and she thinks there 
is splendid opportunity to do some- 
thing big along similar lines in Lowell.i 


In New York cjty there 'is an or- 


ganized body in each precinct in the 
various districts called the Women's 
Police Reserve, made up of patriotic 
women who desire to render helpful 
and patriotic work at this time, and 
these women are all over 35 years of 
age. They do civic and patriotic vol- 
unteer police duty without compensa- 
tion. Besides this, there is another 
unit, the 
Women's Police 
Training 


corps, composed of young women be- 
tween the ages of IS and 35, who re- 
ceive training in police duties, the du- 
ties of police matrons, probation offi- 
cers, prison attendants, etc. There 
are now 4,000 to 4,500 young women 
in training. 
Speaking of these young- 


er workers. Miss Skilton said: "I see 
no reason why we can't have SQme- 
thing of this sort here in Lowell this 
fall. In fact, I'm going to try .and get 
something of this kind started on a big 
scale here." 


The Women's Police Reserve recent- 


ly demonstrated their ability in patri- 
otic service. They have worked hard 
and steadfastly with the Russian peo- 
ple in New York city, whose attitude 
during the first Liberty Loan campaign 
appeared 
pro-German, from the fact 


that no subscriptions were given by 
them. It proved that the German peo- 
ple • had 
not 
been 
idle. 
However, 


through the diligent work of this body,

they subscribed over $4,000,000.

Washington Scents Big Plans 


by Commander-in-chief ol 


the Allied Forces 


May Try to Duplicate Aisne- 


Marne Successes in the 
Picardy Sector 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Continua- 


tion of the German withdrawal to the 
Aisne line is anticipated by army offl 
cers here, although there appeared to 
be a new lull in the heavy fighting 
along the Vesle yesterday and no im- 
aortant advances were noted. 


The fact that the Vesle has been 


crossed in several places by both French 
and American light troops, scouting 
forward' to feel out the enemy's rear- 
guard positions, 
however, 
seems to 


make it certain that no very determined 
stand along that water course is to be 
expected. . 


The French are already on the flanks 


of the German forces in the Vesle-Aisne 
triangle, having passed to the north 
bank of the Aisne near Soissons and 
across the Vesle near Rheims. 


The development of a triple-jawed 


pincher attack such as that which sur- 
rounded the enemy on the Ourcq, and 
with the American first army 
corps 


again forming the centre jaw, is indi- 
cated by the operations so far report- 
ed. The Americans are 
beyond the 


Vesle at Fismes and their advance in 
the centre would break the back of any 
serious resistance in the irregular sa- 
lient between the Aisne and the Vesle. 


.The drive from 'Soissons is headed in 


such a direction that it may be the 
beginning of a far more ambitious proj- 
ect by Gen. Foch. It might well fore- 
shadow, officers said, extension of the 
battlefront northward in an effort to 
carry the allied lines up to the Oise 
front, which would 'be one way of at- 
tempting- to duplicate in the Picardy 
theatre what has 
happened 
in the 


Aisrte-Marne salient. 


With his lines 
secure 
along 
the 


Aisne, it was argued that Gen. Foch 
might immediately improve the large 
forces he has concentrated on that front 
tt>y shifting the whole battlefront to 
the left in an effort to outflank the 
enemy standing before Amiens. This 
was the maneuver officers here hoped 
for every day while the Germans were 
driving toward Amiens last march. 


The supreme commander has demon- 


strated that he has the best of his op- 
ponent in available reserves and in ar-, 
tlllery. His reserves, released by the 
flattening out of the Aisne-Marne sa- 
lient and the reduction of the line in 
that theatre from 74 miles to about 40. 
are already in place for a rapid shift 
to the region between Soissons and the 
Oise. 


Under the most conservative esti- 


mates here, at least 
35 German, di- 


visions of the crown prince's army have 
been roughly handled in the withdrawal 
from the Marne- Their losses in men 
and guns probably have crippled these 
troops to such an extent that it will 
take weeks to refit them for offensive 
operations and even'for defensive work 
they could not be highly effective for 
some time. 


The French, Americans and British, 


on the other hand, are full of the spir- 
it of victory, as a result of their spec- 
tacular successes and they have large 
stores of German ammuntion and many 
German guns, and machine guns im-

hurled the "baby" into the open hatch. 
The "baby" exploded and blew out the 
bottom of the submarine. The, "wom- 
an" was decorated with the Victoria 
cross. 


The correspondent also mentions the 


story of a retired admiral serving as 
a captain, who placed a haystack on 
board an ancient looking craft. 
When 


the U-boat ordered her to surrender, 
the Germans were astonished to re- 
ceive a broadside from the haystack. 


On another 
occasion, a seaworn 


tramp steamer was crossing the North 
sea when a submarine ordered 
the 


crew to abandon the 
ship. So sure 


was the German of his prey that the 
bombs with which he intended to sink 
the 
vessel 
\vere brought 
on deck 


around the conning tower. 
The com 


mander of the tramp steamer by care- 
ful maneuvering" brought the subma- 
rine within range of his concealed ar- 
mament so that it required only 
shell or two to explode the bombs and 
blow the U-boat out of the water.

Wounded Soldiers Trapped 


in 
Wardroom—Women 


Nurses Among Victims 


A BRITISH PORT, Saturday, Aug. 


3. 
(By A. P.)—The torpedoing early 


this morning of the British ambulance 
transport Warilda. which was nearing 
this port with wounded from France, 
was one of the most harrowing crimes 
in the history of submarine warfare. 
The number of dead, estimated at 130 
and upward, includes several women 
nurses. 


The ship carried 600 sick and wound- 


ed. 
Among them were' seven Ameri- 


cans, two 
officers and 
five enlisted 


men, 
all of whom have been accounted 


for except one private. 


There were aboard S9 nurses and 


members of the voluntary aid depart- 
ment and the crew numbered about 
300 men. 
Jlpre than 650 survivors, brought 


hero shortly after 6 o'clock, were given 
first aid treatment, food and clothing. 
The patients were placed aboard spe- 
cial trains, which had been waiting to 
'receive them, and sent to hospitals in 
various parts of the country. 
Torpedo Struck Engine Koom 


The torpedo struck the after part of 


the engine room, killing the third en- 
gineer and two other members of the 
engine room force. 
The dynamo was 


destroyed, plunging the vessel into 
darkness. 
Just over the dynamo was the ward 


room, which contained more than 100 
patients. 
Most of these were killed 


outright by the explosion, and the 
others, many of wbom had been fre.sh- 
ly injured by the torpedo, found them- 
selves trapped. It was impossible for 
outside aid to reach them and all, ex- 
cept a few who jumped overboard and 
were picked up, perished. 


This part of the ship quickly settled 


and 
water flooded the ward room, 


drowning the men caged there. 


Two American officers and five Amer- 


ican privates were on board the ves- 
sel. Both the officers are officially re- 
ported as saved. 
They were Capt. J. 


T. Beatty and Lieut. H. T. Hubert. 
Four of the privates are known to 
have been saved. 
The fifth, Corporal 


Buekman, is missing. 
Fenrfnl Straggle in Darkness 


Stories of the fearful struggle In the 


darkness to reB,cue the helpless in- 
valids are told by survivors. 


The ship remained afloat more than 


two hours, but for a great part of the 
time continued under headway because 
the engines could not be sropped. This 
condition greatly hampered the rescue 
work. 


Three or four boats were smashed 


while being lowered, throwing their 
ocpupants into the sea. 


All the soldier patients and the 


nurses testify to the heroic efforts of 
the crew. Notwithstanding the excite- 
ment and confusion, which were in- 
creased by the inky darkness, the 
crew, under the direction of the offi- 
cers, went coolly and 
methodically 


about the difficult ta.sk of bringing the 
sick and wounded up on deck. 
As 


many as could be handled in this man- 
ner were placed in slings and lowered 
to the escorting destroyers, which, by 
wonderful seamanship in the rough 
water, managed to work 
in close 


enough to the sinking ship to take off 
men by lowering ropes. 
Wounded Show Splendid 3IoraIe 


The morale of the wounded, lying on 


deck waiting to be taken off, is de- 
scribed by members of the crew as 
"too fine for words." They never com- 
plained and they never urged the res- 
cuers to hurry. 


The less seriously disabled assisted 


their more unfortunate mates to go 
first. Women were placed in the first 
boats lowered, notwithstanding their 
protests that they should not precede 
the patients. One boat, containing six 
women, was thrown against another 
just before touching the water and up- 
set. 
Three women from the capsized 


craft were picked up by another small 
b^at, along with live wounded British 
soldiers, all of whom had managed to 
keep afloat, although each had an arm 
In a sling. 


The Warllda had been In the Chan- 


nel service two years and this was her 
first crossing from France to which 
she did not carry a number of German 
wounded prisoners. 
Members of the 


crew remarked over this fact and some 
expressed the opinion that It was of 
sinister significance. 


T. E. Redman, one of the stswards, 
had an unusual oficape. 
He had been 
placed with the six women In the first 
boat 
and when the rope broke he 
seized another 
line 
and clambered 
hand over hand to the top. There he 
managed to swing In from the end of 
the davit to the rail, where a wound- 
ed "Tommy," awaiting rescue, seized 
the steward's hand and aided him to 
clamber aboard. 
Woman Entanffled nnd Drowned 


This man described how one woman, 
becoming entangled in the ropes as 
she ivaa being placed in the boat, wns 
caught between the boat and the side 
of the ship. 
She was frightfully In- 
jured by the pressure and be^god to bo 
released, but no nid was possible. The 
small boat finally went adrift and I ho 
woman fell Into the sea and waa 
drowned. 
When the steward regained the deck 
he rushed below to get some of his 
clothos. 


"T stumbled over wounded in the 
darkness," he said. 
"Depth bombs 


were, shaking tjie ship. I finally found 
my cubby and obtained some clothes 
and returned to the declt. 
There I 


was placed in another boat which man- 
aged to go free without'disaster.

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MAN-POWER BILL 


NewrriMeasure Making Drafi 


Ages From 18 to 45 In 


elusive Introduced 


Measure Referred to Military 


Committees—Sept. 5 Sug- 


gested for Registration 


WASHINGTON, 
August 
5.—The 


new administration 
man-power bill, 


extending the selective service act to 
all men between the ages of 18 and 
45 inclusive, and authorizing the pres- 
ident to call such persons into mili- 
tary 
service 
"in such sequence of 


ages and at such times" as he may 
prescribe, was 
introduced 
today in 


both houses of congress 


The measure, which was prepared 


by Secretary Baker, with the approval 
of the president and Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, was referred to the 
military committees. 
Congressional 


leaders plan to have the measure con- 
sidered soon after the summer recess 
is over, the last of this month. 
In presenting the bill to the senate, 


Chairman Chamberlain of the senate 
military committee, 
explained in a' 


brief statement its purposes and gave 
assurance that everything would 
be 


done to expedite its passage. While 
senate leaders admit there may be 
some opposition, 
they hope that 
it 


will be finally passed by September 1. 
The principal portions of the bill are 
as follows: 


Features of New Bill 


The president may draft such per- 


sons liable to military service in such 
sequence of ages and at such time or 
times as he may prescribe: a citizen 
or subject of a country neutral in the 
present war who has declared his in- 
tention to become a citizen of the 
United States shall be relieved from 
liability to military service, upon his 
making a declaration 
in accordance/ 


with regulations as the president may 
prescribe, withdrawing his intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, 
and he shall forever be debarred from 
becoming a citizen 
of the 
United 
States. 


The provisions of the original draft 


law referring to persons engaged in 
industry and agriculture providing for 
their relief from military duty would 
be amended to read: 
"Persons engaged in occupations or 


employment found to be necessary to 
the maintenance of the military estab- 
lishment or the effective operation of 
the military forces or the maintenance 
of national interest during the emer- 
gency." 


The principal section would provide: 
"All male persons between the ages 


of IS arid 45, both inclusive, shall be 
subject to registration in accordance 
with regulations to be prescribed by 
the president, and upon proclamation 
by the president or other public notice 
given by him or by his direction stat- 
ing the time or times and place or 
places of any such registration, it shall 
be the duty of all persons of the'desig- 
nated ages, except officers and enlisted 
men of the regular army, the navy and 
the national guard and naval militia 
while in the service of 
the United 
States, to present themselves for and 
submit to registration under the pro- 
visions of this act; persons shall be 
subject to registration as herein pro- 
vided who shall have attained the ISth 
birthday and who shall not have at- 
tained their 46th on or before the day 
.set for the registration in any such 
proclamation by the proclamation by 
the president or any such other public 
given by him or by his direction, and 
all persons so registered shall be and 
remain subject to draft into the forces 
hereby authorized unless exempted or 
excused therefrom; the president may 
at such intervals as he may desire 
from time to time, require all ma le 
persons who have attained the age of 
IS years since the last preceding date 
of registration and on or before the 
next date set for registration by proc- 
lamation of the president except such 
persons as are exempt from registra- 
tion hereunder. to register in the same 
manner and subject to the same re- 
quirements and liabilities as those pre- 
viously registered 
under the terms

ProVost ^Marshal General Crowder, in 


a , statement submitted 
by Senator 


Chamberlain, suggested Sept. 5 as the 
date for a national registration of men 
within the proposed new ages. 


Weekly registration of youths at- 


taining the ag-e of 21 during the next 
few weeks was proposed by General 
Crowder as the only means of obtain- 
ing- the 200,000 men to be called to the 
colors in September. 
This could be 


done by presidential proclamation and 
would add about SO,000 to the number 
of available men.

From Taking Examination 


The younger men of the Lowell

men not on permanent duty for flvo 
years, aro disqualified, has been re- 
ceived.

In protesting the ruling the officer 


said 
that the following 
facts wiP 


shoiv its injustice. 
In the lirst place the rule eliminat- 
ing all those not on the regular 
force at least live years does not ap- 
pear in the commission's book. 
Then the local representative of the 


civil service commis.'iion, a man who 
is thoroughly familiar with the con- 
ditions, only last month informed ap- 
plicants that all regular men, regard- 
less of the number of years served 
in that capacity, were eligible. 


\Vhy didn't the commission at the 


time it sent out the notification of 
the examination over a month r.go, 
announce the change in the rules? 
Why did it wait until the eleventh 
hour to make the announcement? 


As an illustration of the injustice 


of the rule the following was cited: 


Two 'men may be taken from the 


list of men eligible to be appointed 
members of the police department. 
They may occupy first and second 
places on the available list. 
Then 


again 
they 
may 
be 
well down 


on the list. This has often happened, 
but, 
however, that doesn't njiatter in 


this particular instance. 
They may 


be on supernumerary work for one 
year, when one is appointed to the 
regular force. The other may not be 
put on tlie regular force for four 
years later. 
Hence six years after 


both men were taken from civilian 
life, with both being members of the 
department of the same number of 
years, number one is 
eligible for 


promotion to sergeant while number 
two must wait^ five more years. 


Several other instances were cited

We are in it to recover freedom 
for the nations which have been bru- 
tally attacked and despoiled and to 
prove that no people, however power- 
ful, can surrender itself to the 'law- 
less ambitions ot" militarism without 
meeting retribution, swift, certain and 
disastrous, at the hands of the free 
nations of the world. To stop short 
of victory for this cause would be to 
compromise the future of mankind. 
"1 say. 'Hold fast' because our pros- 
pects of victory ha.vc never been so 
bright as they are today. Six months 
ago the rulers of Germany deliberately 
rejected the just and reasonable settle- 
ment proposed by the allies. 
Throw- 
ing aside the last mask of moderation. 


they partitioned Russia, enslaved Ru- 
mania and attempted to seize supreme 
power by overthrowing the allies in 
final and desperate attack. Thanks to 
the invincible bravery of all the allied 
armies, it is now evident to all that 
this dream of universal conquest, for 
the sake of which they wantonly pro- 
longed the war can never be fulfilled.

Reviews Four Years of War- 


Entente Allies Owe Double 


Debt of Gratitude to U. S. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Conviction 
that 


the balance of war now tends to the 
side of the entente allies was expressed 
yesterday in a statement by former- 
Premier Herbert H. Asquith, reviewing 
the four years of Great Britain's par- 
ticipation in the war. dating from Aug. 
4, 1914. The beginning- of the (itth year, 
.Mr. Asquith pointed out, reveals Ger- 
many still impenitent and in full pur- 
suit of a policy of territorial and eco- 
nomic ag'grandizement with which, he 
said, "we can make no terms." 


Declaring that America promised to 


become a predominating factor in the 
war, Mr. Asquith said the alllefl na- 
tions of western Europe owe to her a 
double debt of gratitude. 


Jlr Asquith's statement follows: 
"The fourth year of the war has wit- 


nessed 
the 
renewal on the largest 


scale or the enemy's offensive. 
The 


disintegration of Russia enabled 
the 


central powers to concentrate all their 
strength on a supreme effort to de- 
stroy the armed power of the western 
allies. Last October, at Caporeto. they 
sprung a surprise upon Italy and suc- 
ceeded in forcing back her troops from 
the frontier to the line of the riave. 
On March 21. of this year they opened

The mist likewise wnrked to hamper 


accuracy in observations on the shells 
which were of the time variety, and af- 
ter a number of them had been wasted 
the attempt was abandoned. Late in 
the afternoon the Germans began using 
mustard gas, sneeze gas and 
some 


chocolate gas, which last is so named 
from the odor given out by the gaseous 
substance. These gas attacks were in- 
effective, the Amerigan gas drills hav- 
ing taught the troops all the German 
tricks.

The men have learned to discern ths 


various varieties of shells and their ef- 
fects, and have regular systems cf send- 
ing word along the line for one anoth- 
er's protection. 
Today likewise, (here happened to 


be a so'uth wind which carried the gas 
back across the Vesle. and after put- 
ting on their masks for each attack, 
the Americans would laugh as the gas 
was blown back and 
then 
continue 


about their business. 
Meanwhile the American and French 


heavy guns to.the south were sending 
in repeated salvos and tho Germans 
were supplementing their gas

U. S. Navy Much Larger 
Than First Reported 


Newest Naval Weapon 204 


• Feet Long and of Canal 
Size Limits 


DETROIT. Aug. 6.—With the launch- 


Ing of Eagle 1, the first of the fleet of 
the United States navy, detailed infor- 
mation concerning the construction, 
submarine destroyers being built for 
purposes and possibilities of this new- 
est naval weapon became public' for the 
first time. The general belief that the 
boats were little more than exaggerated 
launches, equipped with light guns, was 
dispelled when the vessel, 204 feet long, 
larger than the old type of United 
States destroyers, wae dropped into the 
waters of River Rouge by 
a 
great 


mechanism operated by hydraulic pres- 
sure. Tabulated by dates, the story of 
the Eagle is this: 


Dec. 22. 1917, Henry Ford offered to 


tiuild boats for the navy': Dec. 27. dis- 
cussed plans with Washington officials: 
Jan. 15, 1918. navy department award- 
ed contract for Eagles; Jan. IS. work 
on design of Eagles completed; Jan. 
26. first piece for boat completed; Feb. 
7, keel for first Eagle was laid; Feb. 
20. construction of 
the 
shipbuilding 


plant began; March 1, hull of the flrst 
Eagle was completed: May 10, work on 
the construction of Eagles was begun 
in shipbuilding plant; June 15. several 
boats were assembled; July 11, first 
completed boat launched. 


The Eagles are within 33 feet of ap- 


proximating the length of the stand- 
ard 3500-ton wooden ships being builty 
for the Emergency Fleet corporation. 
Viewed from above deck, the Eagle is 
much more like a flounder than a mack- 
erel. 
Its midship cross-section bears 


a strong likeness, to the lines of a 
canal barge. Its stern is square and 
blunt. 
The remainder "of the ship is 


built generally in straight lines and 
plane surfaces. The bow, however, tap- 
ers to a knife-like 
edge, 
seemingly 


sharp enough and strong enough liter- 
ally to cut .a submarine in two. 


Except for the high deck house and 


the bridge a little forward amidships. 
the deck of the Eagle is unbroken. 
Utility has been the ruling considera- 
tion, with low cost production second 
in importance, and with beauty and 
comfort only incidentals. 


The Eagles are built to pass easily 


through the Welland canal and their 
draft and beam are also small enough 
to permit of the boats passing through 
the New York State Barge canal. The 
boats will draw eight feet when fully 
equipped and ready for sea. 
A steam 


turbine geared to the propeller shaft, 
on which is mounted a 
single three- 


blade screwr of rather deep pitch, fur- 
nishes tho motive power. Crude oil will 
be used as fuel. 
The tank capacity is 


easily sufficient for steaming across the 
Atlantic. 
There is not a forging or rolle-l beam 


in the 
entire 
ship. 
Everything is 


pressed from sheet metal, 
cold, 
by 


means of 
automatic machinery that 


cuts every piece to an exact pattern, 
then punches the ri\-et holes and bends 
every part to its required shape

Eagle, Mr. Ford said: "I am, of course, 
delighted at this initial success, but I

HUNS DEPRESSED 


Captured Documents Show 


Bad Effect Caused by Big 


Allied Victory 


12,000 Germans Captured at 


Champagne—Rumor Sixty 
Thousand Germans Lost 


WITH THE 
BRITISH ARMY IN 


PRANCE. Aug. 6. (By the Associated 
Press.)—Documents of the most signifi- 
cant character, indicating that recent 
events have brought about an extrems- 
iy marked state of depression in the 
German army, have fallen into the 
hands of the British. 


Most significant of all. perhaps, is 


an extract (rom a German officer's diary 
in which he relates he had been asked 
by the divisional headciuart'ers wheth- 
er the troops in the line favored peace 
or a continuation of the war, his an- 
swer being: 
"Immediate peace or an immediate 


decisive battle." 
This entry was made before the Ger- 


man drive for the Marno began. 


Hardly less important is a letter tak- 


en from a German prisoner. It was 
written to him by another German who 
was stationed along the Marne. 
It 


reads: 


•You will be in the thick of it now. 


Shirk as much as you can. Do not be 
stupid. We are risking our lives only 
for bis victories. Now we are taking 
the offensive on the Marne and we will 
never get out of this mess at all. 


"Our 
regiment has been nearly wiped 


out and we have not pushed far. The 
war is becoming a greater massacre 
than ever. 
What is going to happen 


I don't 
know. Germany is 
stowly 


crumbling to pieces." 


Another prisoner just captured on the 


British front says that the official fig- 
ures show that 12,000 of his comrades 
were made prisoners in the Champagne 
fighting 
but that rumor along this 


front is that 60,000 Germans and SOO 
guns were lost. 
Adding to ihe gloom of his division, 


which realizes that Germany has suf- 
fered a great defeat, the prisoner said 
that food given the men was very poor. 
He said that poor rations had been es- 
pecially noticeable for the past three 
months. The only time that good food 
is served, he said, is before the Ger- 
mans are to participate in an offensive.

river west of Fismes early today, Ger-

It re- 
turned from the exploration movement 
when the Germans laid down a gas 
attack. On the report made by these 
men the plan for the assault was made. 
The guns on both sides had been ac- 
tive, but not until the men broke cover 
did the heavy barrage begin. To the 
southeast of Fismes, the Germans had 
stationed a lot of machine guns in low 
brush covered hills. These wore over- 
come with some difficulty. The main 
body of the American 
force 
rushed 


forward while the German artillery 
on the high hills northeast of the town 
filled the streets and all the open 
spaces with shrapnel, high explosives 
and gas shells. The 
allied 
artillery 


behind the Americans, kept a barrage 
before the men and also bombarded 
severely the enemy artillery north of 
the 
river. This fire also effectually 


prevented the sending 
of additional 


German infantry and 
machine 
gun 


forces to the aid of those in the town. 
Spirit of Americans Stil! High 


The men rushed through the gas- 


filled streets, meeting 
concealed de- 


tachments of. enemy infantry and here 
and there a machine gun nest. There 
was some close Work, but for the most 
part it was an artillery duel, and the 
fighting has been of that character 
ever since. 


The spirit of the American soldiers 


is still high and the wounded in the 
hospitals reflect the courage, that has 
carried them through the operations 
since July 15.

at that stage. Meanwhile the rules o£ 
censorship regarding the actual move- 
ment of troops do not permit of any 
specific statements at this time of what 
is being accomplished; but there is good 
reason to believe that when Gen. March 
makes his statement it will disclose 
v,he fact that it follows rather than pre- 
cedes the action that has been deter- 
mined upon, at least in some of its 
leading features. 


Mean while there is no objection to 


the statement that if the military lav.'3 
that govern joint action by interna- 
tional military forces are to be ob- 
served in the case of this Siberian op- 
eration, and as there is good reason 
to believe that they will, the senior 
officer of the international force will 
be in supreme command. 


In the opinion of officials here this 


officer will be Gen. Baron Uyehara, chief 
of staff of.the Japanese army. 


Though Acting Secretary Folk's state- 


ment made it appear that only Ameri- 
ca and Japan were in position to render 
immediate military assistance in Si- 
beria, information has reached Wash- 
ington that responding to the state de- 
partment's appeal for aid, the British, 
already have landed 
a ''battalion of 


troops at Vladivostok while a similar 
force of French troops from Tonquin 
is due at the same port at any moment.

Nurses Among Victims 


A BRITISH PORT, Saturday, Aug. 


3. — (By A. P.) — The torpedoing early 
this morning of the British ambulance 
transport "Warilda, which was nearing 
this port with wounded from France, 
was one of the most harrowing crimes 
in the history of submarine warfare. 
The number of dead, estimated at 130 
and upward, includes several women 
nurses. 


The ship carried 600 sick and wound- 


ed. Among them were seven Ameri- 
cans, two 
officers and five enlisted 


men, all of whom have been accounted 
for except one private. 


There were aboard S9 nurses and 


members of the voluntary aid depart- 
ment and the crew numbered about 
200 men. 
Mpre than- 650 survivors, brought 


here shortly after 6 o'clock, were given 
first aid treatment, food and clothing. 
The patients were placed aboard spe- 
cial trains, which had been waiting to 
receive them, and sent to hospitals in 
various parts of the country. 


Torpedo Struck Engine Room 


The torpedo struck the after part of 


the engine room, killing the third en- 
gineer and two other members of the 
engine room force. 
The dynamo was 


destroyed, plunging the 
vessel into 


darkness. • 


Just over the dynamo was the ward 


room, which contained more than 100 
patients. 
Most of these were killed 


outright by the explosion, and the 
others, many of whom had been fresh- 
ly injured by the torpedo, found them- 
selves trapped. It was impossible for 
outside aid to reach them and all, ex- 
cept a few who jumped overboard and 
were picked up, perished. 


This part of the ship quickly settled 


and water flooded the ward room, 
drowning the men caged there. 


Two American officers and five Amer- 


ican privates were on board the 
ves- 


sel, 
Both the officers are officially re- 


ported as saved. 
They were Capt. J. 


T. Beatty and Lieut. II. T. Hubert. 
Four of the privates are known to 
have been saved. 
The fifth, Corporal 


Buckman, is missing. 


Fearful Struggle in Darkness 


Stories of the fearful struggle in the 


darkness to rescue the helpless in- 
valids are told by survivors. 


The ship remained afloat more than 


two hours, but for a gVeat part of the 
time continued under headway because 
the engines could not be stopped. This 
condition greatly hampered the rescue 
work. 


Three or four boats were smashed 


while being" lowered, throwing1 their 
occupants into the 
sea. 


All the 
soldier 
patients and the 


nurses testify to the heroic efforts of 
the crew. Notwithstanding the excite- 
ment and confusion, which were in- 
creased by the inky darkness, the 
crow, under the direction of the 
offi- 


cers. went 
coolly and 
methodically 


about the difficult task of bringing the 
sick and wounded up on deck. 
As 


many as could be handled in this man- 
ner were placed in flings and lowered 
to the escorting- destroyers, which, by 
wonderful seamanship in the rough 
water, managed to 
work 
in close 


enough to the sinking- ship to take oft 
men by lowering- ropes. 


Wounded Show Splendid Morale 


The morale of the wounded, lying on 


deck waiting to be taken off, is de- 
scribed by members of the crew as 
"too fine for words." They never com- 
plained and they never urged the 
res- 


cuers to hurry. 


The less seriously disabled assisted 


their more unfortunate mates to go 
first. Women were placed in the first 
boats lowered, notwithstanding their 
protests that they should not precede 
the patients. One boat, containing six- 
women. was thrown against another 
just before touching the water and up- 
set. 
Three women from the capsized 


craft were picked up by another small 
boat, along with rive wounded British 
soldiers, all of whom had managed to 
keep afloat, although each had an arm 
in a sling. 


The Warllda had been in the Chan- 


nel service two years and this was her 
first crossing from France to which 
she did not carry a number of German 
wounded prisoners. 
Mara hers of the 


crew remarked over this fact and some 
expressed the opinion that it was of 
sinister significance,

ranged at 503 Dutton St. 


There Is now a big movement in the 


form of a community equipped kitchen 
for canning and drying vegetables. 
The executive committee of the com- 
mittee on public safety met yesterday 
and it was voted to allow the food 
conservation branch $25 per week to 
aid this work. 


Mrs. Irene Burnham, state leader in 


canning and drying, representative of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, also the Agricultural college 
of Amherst, is visiting here and di- 
recting the work of installing tanks 
and necessary equipment and facilities 
at the kitchen at 503 Dutton street 


There were 25 of 
these community 


centres in Massachusetts last year and 
the canning work 
aggregated 
80,000 


quarts with a spoilage of but a frac- 
tion of one per cent. This shows the 
efficiency of the work, and that it is 
considered in that light, is proven by 
the fact that these kitchens have been 
organized in all the large neighboring 
cities, with very often more than one 
centre, some cities having five or six 
small places where people may bring 
their vegetables and fruit to be pre- 
served. Food can be left to be put up 
for a small amount per jar, in the care 
of workers at these centers. 


Mrs. Burnham states that when this 


kitchen is completed it will represent 
without doubt the most efficient and 
best equipped of any community kitch- 
en in the state. 
Perhaps the most important reason 


for establishing these centers is be- 
cause the government has taken over 
70 per cent, of the commercial can- 
neries so that it will be impossible for 
the housewife to 
purchase 
canned 


goods as readily and easily as in other 
years. 


Another reason for this plan is that 


it conserves fuel. 
In the early fall, the 


preserving time of 
the year, 
there 


might be 20 women in 20 homes cook- 
ing over 20 stoves. If they will come 
to the community kitchen, where there 
arc three stoves, the same amount of 
work can be accomplished and 
fuel 


saved. 


Another thing to be considered is 


that the railroads will not carry prod- 
ucts in such quantity this winter, as 
in former years as, for instance, south- 
ern fruits. 


This canning work has to be carried 


on under the management of a compe- 
tent person with 
needed assistants. 


Mrs. Harry Prescott Graves is to be 
manager of the kitchen, and tie wom- 
en's committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, which is also connected 
with the public safety 
committee, is 


headed by Mrs. G. M. Heath. 
Her 


associates are Mrs. James H. Carmi- 
chael, Mrs. Henry A. Smith and Mrs. 
13. N. Burke. 


Mrs. Graves, accompanied 
by Mrs. 


Burnham. visited the kitchen early this 
morning and a meeting was held this 
afternoon for the purpose of laying 
out the plans and drawing of 
rules. 


M. J. Cole, of the Saco-Lowell plant, 
is in charge of the work. Although 
the kitchen is partly for the benefit 
of employes who now own some of the 
large "war gardens" belonging to this 
plant, it is also understood that it will 
be large enough to care for the needs 
of any of the residents of Lowell and 
housewives are urged to 
visit 
the 


kitchen when the work is completed. 


Mrs. Burnham is of the opinion that 


200 cans per day can be put up .when 
that community kitchen gets goin£. 
At a great many places gas is used, 
but in this city the kitchen is to have 
steam coil pipes in the bottom of the 
tanks. The time estimated for steril- 
izing the vegetables will be from two 
to three hours and about 16 minutes 
for 
fruit. 
The tanks are to be of 


heavy tin. 


There will he three sinks and two 


gns plates for heating syrup and wa- 
ter. 
There is a large drying tunnel 


and on one side of the kitchen will be 
tiers of shelves to keep equipment and 
a bench through the center for prepar- 
ation of the vegetables and fruit.

.sterilizers can be used several times 


one day.

ish empire, Issued by Premier David 
Lloyd George and promulgated In i 
dramatic way throughout tho kingdom 
at the hour ot 9 o'clock last night. 


The message was read to the audi- 


ence in all theatres, concert rooms 
and other places where people were 
assembled, including the moving pic- 
ture houses. 


Sealed copies of message had been

these places, with the

they open and read it at

o'clock 


The message follows: 


"The message which I send to the 


people of the British empire" on the 
fourth anniversary of their entry into 
the war, is: 'Hold fast.' 


''We are in this war for no selfish 


ends. We are in it to recover freedom 
for the nations which have been bru- 
tally attacked and despoiled and to 
prove that no people, however power- 
ful, can .surrender itself to the law- 
less ambitions of militarism withou 
meeting retribution, swift, certain am 
disastrous, at the hands 01 the free 
nations of the world. To stop short 
of victory for this cause would be to 
compromise the future of mankind. 


"I say, 'Hold fast1 because our pros- 


pects of victory have never been so 
bright as they are today. Six months 
ago the rulers of Germany deliberately 
rejected the just and reasonable settle- 
ment proposed by the allies. Throw- 
ing aside the last mask of moderation 
they partitioned Russia, enslaved Ru- 
mania and attempted to seize suprdttie 
power by overthrowing the allies in a 
final and desperate attack. Thanks to 
the invincible bravery of all the allied 
armies, it is now evident to all that 
this dream of universal conquest, for 
the sake of which they wantonly pro- 
longed the war can never be fulfilled 


"But the battle is not yet won. The 
great autocracy of Prussia will stil 
endeavor, by violence or guile, to avoir 
defeat and so give militarism a nev. 
lease of life. We cannot seek to es- 
cape the horrors of war for ourselves 
by laying them up for our children 
Having set our hands to the task we 
must see it through till a just anc 
lasting settlement is achieved. 


"In no other way can we ensure a 


world set free from war.

Young Police Officers Protest 


Eleventh Hour Ruling of 


Civil Service Commission 


New Rule Bars Men Not on 


Regular Force Five Year? 


From Taking Examination 


The younger men of the 
Lowell 


police department 
are up in arms 


over a recent ruling 
of the civil 


service 
commission 
regarding eligi- 


bility for examinations 
for promo- 


tions. 
They vigorously protest 
the 


ruling and back up their opposition 
with many justifiable facts. 
Hereto- 


fore, according to one of the officers, 
all regular men have been eligible 
to take the examination for sergeant, 
but the new rule says that only 
those on regular duty at least five 
years can compete. 


The officer in registering his pro- 


test informed the writer that ho was 
told by the local representative of 
the civil, service commission that all 
permanent 
men 
regardless of the 


number of years served in that capa- 
city were eligible. 
This information 


was given to him orily last month, 
when the notification of the coming 
examination was first received at the 
station. He with many others began 
immediately to prepare for the ex- 
amination, which 
will be held 
on 


next Friday. Now less than a week 
from ihe date set for the examina- 
tion, a notice announcing 
that all 


men not on permanent duty for five 
years, are disqualified, has been re- 
ceived. Hence all those not included 
in the "select circle" as they term 
it are incensed over the decision. 


In protesting the ruling the officer 


said that the following facts will, 
show its injustice. 


In the first place the rule eliminat-- 


ing all those not on the regular, 
force at least five years does not ap- 
pear in the commission's book. 


Then the local representative of the 


civil service, commission, a man who 
is thoroughly familiar with the con- 
ditions, only last month informed ap- 
plicants that all regular men, regard- 
less of the number of years served 
in that capacity, were * eligible. 


Why didn't the commission at the 


time it sent out the notification of 
the examination 
over a month 
ago. 


announce the change in the r.ules? 
Why did it wait until the eleventh, 
hour to make the 
announcement? 


As an illustration of the injustice 


of the rule the following was cited: 


Two men may be taken from the 


list of men eligible to be appointed 
members of the police 
department. 


They may occupy first a.nd second 
places on the available list. 
Then 


again 
they 
may 
be 
well 
down 


on the list. This has often happened, 
but, however, that doesn't matter in 
this particular 
instance. 
They may 


be on supernumerarj' work for one 
year, whpn one is appointed to the 
regular force. 
The other may not bn 


put on the regular force for four 
years later. 
Hence six years after 


both men were taken from civilian 
life, with both being members of the 
department of the same number of 
years, 
number 
one is 
eligible 
for 


promotion to sergeant while number 
two must wait five more years. 


Several other instances were cited 


along the same lines, and in con- 
clusion the officer said the men who 
were planning to take the coming 
examination lost time and money to 
give the matter serious preparation 
and consideration and feel justified 
in offering a vigorous protest over 
the announcement of such an 
im- 


portant decision on the eve of tho 
examination.

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WITH THIS AMERICAN ARMY ON' 


THE VESLB. AUff. 6, S a. m.( By the 
Associated Press.)—The Germans along 
the line-opposite the Americans to the 
•west of Fismes used their guns freely 
yesterday afternoon in an apparent at- 
tempt to discourage the Americans and 
the French allies from further aggres- 
sive efforts. 


The Germans were handicapped in 


this effort by the weather conditions. 
It was misty and at times rainy, and 
although the German balloons were up 
they must have been unable to report 
accurately on the allied activity. About 
mid-afternoon, the Germans began try- 
ing other methods of getting- the range 
for their heavy guns, which they evi- 
dently hoped to use at night in inter- 
fering with the allied troop movements. 
Many shells which threw out black 
smokft upon exploding were thrown in 
thef direction of the cross roads and 
other objectives, the enemy trying thus 
to better guage the range from 
the 


smoke clouds which arose. 
The mist likewise worked to hamner 


accuracy in observations on the shells 
which were of the time variety, and af- 
ter a number of them had been wasted 
the attempt was abandoned. 
Late in 


the afternoon the Germans began using 
mustard gas, sneeze gas and 
some 


chocolate gas. which last is so name., 
from the odor given out by the gaseous 
substance.
